SHADWELL BY-ELECTION REPORT 


Excellent 
result for 
BNP in East 
End poll — 
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BRITISH National Party candidate Gordon Callow 
(Above) came joint second with the Liberals in the 
heavily Asian ward of Shadwell in last month’s 
Tower Hamlets council by-election. 

Both the BNP and the Lib Dem candidate 
achieved 12.5 per cent — but in an area which is 
around 40 per cent Asian, Gordon Callow’s share 
of the white vote was over 20 per cent. 

After the results were announced, one BBC 
pundit commented that the BNP is now ‘‘the 
effective Opposition to Labour in Tower Hamlets”’ 
following the spectacular collapse of both the Lib 
Dem and Conservative votes. 

The Lib Dems in fact gained 12 votes more than 
the BNP — but while the BNP came from nowhere 
to achieve its result, the Liberal vote had 
collapsed from over six hundred last May, to just 
317 this time.

The BNP’s decision to contest Shadwell — a 
difficult ward for the Party due to the high Asian 
population — was taken at the highest levels. It 
was never envisaged that we would win in this 
particular ward. The by-election was fought partly 
to continue probing the enemy’s defences, but 
mainly to send a message to the rest of East 
London (and indeed the country) that the BNP will

TRIBAL ‘PRINCESS’ 
JAILED FOR £1M 


BENEFITS RIP-OFF 


THE daughter of a wealthy Nigerian 
tribal chief was jailed for only three 
and a half years last month for 
masterminding Britain’s biggest ever 
social security fraud. 

Olufumilayo Atobatele was the 
ringleader of a sophisticated fraud gang 
which swindled the British taxpayer out 
of £1 million. 


BOGUS CLAIMS 


She made over 250 bogus claims 
totalling £90,000 over a twenty month 
period. 

The gang made over 2,700 false 
claims, using 2,000 different names, 
scooping up to a quarter of a million 
pounds a week. 

Judge Jeremy Fordham, at the 
Inner London Crown Court, said he 
was ‘‘struck by the ease of the fraud’’ 
and voiced his concern that public 
money was “‘going into the wrong 
pockets. ”’ 


DEPORTATION 


The mother of three swindled the 
largest amount of any of the eleven- 


strong gang. Other gang-members were 
jailed for between 15 months and three 
years. Eight were recommended for 
deportation after their jail sentences are 
completed. 

Atobatele cannot be deported 
because she is a British citizen. 


CONSPIRACY 


Charles Gratwicke, prosecuting, 
said: “‘It was the largest benefits 
conspiracy of its kind in Britain. In the 
course of the investigation it became 
clear that Atobatele was one of the 
major people, if not the major person, 
in the conspiracy.” 

But the biggest scandal of the 


trial was the legal aid bill for the. 


twelve defendants, which cost the 
British taxpayer a staggering three 
quarters of a million pounds — 
almost as much as the benefits fraud 
itself. The full price of bringing the 
gang to justice will far exceed the 
money they swindled.

5. Immigration

Shamed Labour council

LABOUR councillor Anna Tapsell 
could face prosecution for alleged 
breaches of the Forgery and 
Counterfeiting Act 1981, after she 
admitted dishonestly altering a 
disabled badge on her car. Yet 
Labour has not asked her to resign 
because it would cause a by-election 
they would almost certainly lose 


After the attack, 
the terrified woman 
said: ‘‘I never thought 
this would happen to 
me. I’m frightened to 
go out now and I 
lock myself in the bedroom at night.’’ 

Like most race attacks against 
whites, the incident was reported in 
the local paper as a minor item and 
was ignored or suppressed from the 
national press. 

But even the controlled media are 
finding it increasingly difficult to 
ignore the growing number of brutal 
attacks against the white community. 
This year two white teenagers have 
been killed by Asian race bullies, and 
a number of other brutal attacks have 
taken place, exploding the left-wing 
myth that only whites are ‘racist’. 

Alone among the political parties, 
the BNP has campaigned to expose 
and combat racial attacks against white 
people as well as those against blacks. 


BRUTAL ATTACK 


The communist left, which has 
jumped onto the ‘anti-racist’ gravy 
train, has itself been exposed as racist.

LEGAL FUND RE-OPENED: 


TARGET £7,000 


Readers will be able to read elsewhere in this issue 
about the attempt currently being made by Bexley 
Borough Council to get the BNP Bookshop in Welling 
closed down. This is just the latest of a series of 
vicious and undemocratic measures being taken to 
silence the BNP by its opponents. 

The case for the council depends on establishing that § 


the party is in fact using the shop premises as a party 
office and a mail order business for publications. Under 
this section of the law (The Town and Country 
Planning Act of 1990) retail shops and premises for 
mail order are regarded as being in two different 
categories. The regulations and previous council rulings 
made thereon permit the use of the premises as a retail 
shop but not for a mail order business or offices. 

The council is also attempting to obtain a couri ruling 
that the party must dismantle certain security fittings 
installed late last year to guard against attacks on the 
building by political opponents. 

The party is confident of its ability to win this action 
brought by Bexley Council — at least to the extent of 
its use of the premises as a bookshop not being 
seriously impaired. However, it is quite clear that this 
will be achieved at a financial cost. This kind of action 
cannot be fought effectively except with legal 
representation, and this costs money. 

It is anticipated that the party’s defence in this case 
will run to a cost which will amount to not less than 
£7,000 in excess of the small residue left in the Legal 
Fund when it was closed at the end of April 1994. We 
are therefore re-opening this Legal Fund with a target 
of £7,000. 

It is hoped that all BNP members and supporters will 
respond generously to this appeal and enable us to 
fight this action effectively. If we cannot, it is possible 
that justice may not be done and the party may 
seriously suffer.

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Annual Rally in London 


NOVEMBER 5th 


This is a further reminder to all readers that this 
year’s British National Party Annual Rally will be held in 
the afternoon of Saturday November 5th. 

All regions organising travelling parties to come to 
the rally should by now have their arrangements well in 
hand. 

Most people attending the Rally will be making their 
way to the event with these regional travelling parties. 
This constitutes the most reliable method of making 
sure you do not miss the rally. It means that you must 
get in touch with your regional organiser well in time so 
as to ensure you are aware of rendezvous arrange- 
ments in your area on the day. 

These procedures are made necessary by our 
knowledge that the BNP’s political opponents would 
like, if they were able, to disrupt the rally by 
ascertaining the meeting 
sabotaging the party’s booking of the premises by 
threats against the owners. 

For the purpose of enabling to get to the rally those 
people who, for whatever reason, are unable to travel 
with regional parties, the BNP will be providing a 
publicly advertised rendezvous point in Central London, 
which will be disclosed in the November issue of British 
Nationalist. A BNP stewarding party will endeavour to 
link up with those arriving at this rendezvous point and 
thence take them to the rally. However, previous 
experience has shown that there can be difficulties in 
this link-up. If the stewarding party maintains a high 
profile at the location by use of flags, etc., it is possible 
that police present may move them on, on the pretext 
of a threatened breach of the peace with opponents 
nearby. If the party is inconspicuous, on the other 
hand, it can happen that those arriving at the rendez- 
vous point may fail to find them and identify them. 

A method of avoiding these problems would be for 
those unable to come to the rally by regional coach 
party to write to the party beforehand giving their 
name and address and telephone number (if any) if 
possible, the name and address and telephone number 
of another party member known to the party who can 
testify to their bona fides. With those supplying this 
notification, an alternative and unpublished rendezvous 
point will be given them by post or telephone a short 
time before the date of the rally.

THE RECENT PROGRESS of the British 
National Party in the West Midlands was 
demonstrated when just under a hundred 
party supporters, nearly all of them from 
the local area, attended a rally near 
Birmingham on September 24th, addressed 
by party leader John Tyndall. 

Some time ago, when the BNP was 
struggling in the West Midlands, it was 
decided to merge the West and East 
Midlands regions into one single Midlands 
region.

Mr. Peacock spoke first at the rally and 
announced this change. He then went on to 
speak of the recent commemoration of the 
Arnhem landings in 1944 and said that, 
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sadly, none of the aims for which the war 
generation fought have in fact been 
achieved in post-war Britain. Only the 
victory of the BNP will create the country 
for which our war heroes made such 
sacrifices. i 

Keith Axon delivered a most encouraging 
report of recent BNP activities and growth 
in the West Midlands. He gave some 
examples of opposition hysteria and said 
that the hatred the party has engendered 
among its opponents is the surest sign of its
